in congress have severed their connec- 
tion with the administration.

Alabama, Bland of Missouri and Bryan 
of Nebraska have publicly declared 
their independence and proclaimed 
that if the Democratic party does not 
remonetize silver they are for the party 
that will. White and Geary of California 
have also announced that they have 
uo favor to ask of the administration. 
1'here are other prominent Democrats, 
such as Vest of Missouri, Morgan of 
Alabama and Daniel of Virginia, who 
have given the administration to under- 
stand that they will not follow it into 
the gold bug camp. 


Anfong the liepublicans who have 


broken the shackles of party are Teller 
aud Wolcott of Colorado and Bowers 
of California. 
Wolcott, in behalf of 


his constituents, ha1} declared against 
the McKinley bill and refuses to fol- 
low the leadership of Sherman and 
Hoar. Bower.s, who represents a dis- 
trict in which Populist 
ideas 
are 


popular, is no longer counted as a Be 
publican, aa ho declares that he will 
not Hustaiu a party that is almost 
urianijious in its opposition to free 
coinage. 


These are only a few of the prominent 


men in congress who have severed the 
ties which bound them to the old parties 
aud signified their intention to act in- 
dependent of the Wall Btroet combina- 
tion. 


In Virginia, in which an election is 


to bo held for state officers and a legis- 
lature, which will elect two United 
Statea Senators tho principal issue of 
tho campaign is the silver question. 
The old parties are \irtuullydisrupted, 
though one of tho candidates for gov- 
ernor goes before tho pooplo on a plat- 
form which endorses, the administra- 
tion. Men \viao have heretofore been 
prominent in Democratic councils in 
tho .state are advocating tho election of 
the free coinage ticket, which titands an 
even chaiiuo of being successful.

The Constitution of Nevada, Section 


1, Article XIV, defines the boundaries 
of tho state, and provides for an addi- 
tion to its territory as follows: 


'•And whenever congress shall au- 


thorize the addition to the Territory or 
State of Nevada of any portion of the 
territory on the eastern border of the 
foregoing defined limits, not exceeding 
in extent one degree of longitude, the 
suine shall thereupon he embraced 
within mid become a part of this state, 
Anil fin thennor? prorated, that all such 
territory lying west of and adjoining 
the boundary lino heroin prescribed, 
which the State of California may re- 
litniuiMi to tho Territory or State of 
Nevada, shall thereupon be embraced 
within and constitute a part of this 
-Stat" " 


By act of congross in i860 a strip of 


territory not exceeding one degree of 
longitude was t.iken from Utah Terri- 
tory aud annexed to the state of Ne- 
vada, and lawyers are of the opinion 
that before tho alato can acquire more 
territory in that direction the consti- 
tution will have to be amended. As 
there beenis to be no difference of 
opinion on this point, all agreeing that 
tho constitution prohibits the addition 
of more territory to tho state on the 
easterly border, there is no occasion 
whatever for fearing that we will wake 
up some morning and find Utah an- 
no xod to Nevada without the consent 
or kno.vledgo ot tho people.

popular assemblage. 
The masses of 


the people had nothing to do with it 
It represented Wall street and Wall 
street views only, and the correspond- 
ents of the eastern press, much as they 
desired to do so, could not impress 
congress uor the public with its im- 
portance.

BULLION. 


It Was Stolen 1'roiu the Mint by n 


Cleric. 


WASHINGTON, . September 
16.—The 


facts in relation to the shortage of 
bullion in the Philadelphia mint are 
given out by the Treasury Department. 
On, account of the demand for coin, the 
vault in which $16,000,000 in bullion 
was stored in 1887 by Preston during 
the term of Fox as Superintendent, and 
which was receipted for by O. C. Bom* 
byshell, without weighing, was opened 
September 8th and the bullion weighed 
by Morgan, and it was found to be 
thirty bars short. 
Those bars were 


vluaed at $134,000. Morgan at once re- 
ported the result to the mint bureau 
and was directed to return at once to 
re-weigh the bullion. On the second 
weighing it was still found short. 


Since the bullion was stored in the 


vault, the weigh clerk, an old employe 
of the mint, had the sole custody of it, 
and circumstances indicated that he 
knew what became of the missing bars 
of gold. He was thereupon charged 
with having taken it and finally ad- 
mitted his guilt. He then furnished 
information as to where over $100,000 
of it was secreted. This was recovered 
yesterday, and more will be recovered 
to-day, as he expressed a willingness to 
give it up. How much more will be re- 
covered cannot be accurately stated, 
but probably between $6,000 and $7,000. 
It is believed that the Treasury Depart- 
ment will lose nothing.

What an Investigation of That 


Prevalent Discloses.

Since early in August a disease has 


prevailed amongst the cattle and 
horses of the Truckee Meadows and 
other low lying meadows east of the 
Sierra Nevada, causing the loss of 
many head. In March, 1892, my atten- 
tion was called to the trouble and 
since then I have spent much of 
my spare time investigating the sub- 
ject. Cattle men and ranchers have 
called the disease murrain, blackleg 
and various other names, but it is de- 
termined that the disease is anthrax, 
or charbon. Post mortem examina- 
tions have been held on a number of 
animals, and after numerous micro- 
scopical examinations, I have no hesi- 
:ation in making a decided diagnosis. 
!t is a blood disease caused by the 
multiplication and development of in- 
numerable germs, known to bacteriolo- 
:ists as bacilli of anthrax. 
These 


;erms become so abundant as to com- 
pletely clog and burst many of the 
smaller blood vessels, resulting in the 
brmation of numerous blood splotches 
>n the surface of the intestines and 
ither internal 
organs. 
Frequently 


hese become so numerous as to run 
ogether and form large areas. The 
pleen or melt usually becomes en- 
gorged with the bacilli and decom- 
posed blood so that it becomes greatly 
nlarged, loses its normal structure 
and consistency, becoming black and 


ulpy. From the fact that the spleen 
s so frequently affected, the disease is 
videly known as splenetic fever. The 
.isease may manifest itself by external 
tvellings on various parls of the body, 
specially so in horses, where they ap- 
ear usually about the throat and 
eck, or along the middle line of the 
elly. 
These swellings increase in 


ize until it seerus that the horse dies 
rom strangulation. Animals affected 
sually have fever, are much depressed, 
ecomivt? very weak, the heart beats 
apidly, breathing becomes difficult 
nd they usually die in agony. In 
attle, the disease may kill like a shot, 
r the animal may live for a few hours 
or may linger 
for several days.

Death almost invariable results. 


The subject is too extensive for a 


full discussion of its symptoms and 
characteristics in a newspaper article, 
course of preparation and will be issued 
in a few weeks by the Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station.

The disease has doubtless existed in 


low lying meadows througout the whole 
western country since its earliest set- 
tlement. A few years ago it became 
epidemic in Southern California, kill- 
ing thousands of icattle. It is known 
to prevail in the lower Mississippi Val- 
ley and is reported epidemic from var- 
ious sections of the United States. It 
is world-wide in distribution, and was 
known as murrain in the time of 
Moses, It is an infectious disease and 
for its development must depend upon 
the introduction of the germ into the 
system. In the strict sense of the 
term, it is not contagious, as is pleuro- 
pneumonia in cattle or scarlet fever in 
man. 
Like typhoid fever, it is usually 


indirectly communicated from one 
animal to another through the natural 
discharges of the body, As in typhoid 
fever, the germs passed with the dis- 
charges may find favorable conditions 
outside the body for their multiplica- 
tion and development, consequently 
disseminating the disease. 


The usual mode of infection of 


anthrax in animals is through con- 
taminated grasses and water, and 
through wounds and insect bites. 
Horses, cattle, sheep, hogs (doubtfully) 
and man are susceptible to the disease. 
In man the usual mode of infection is 
through accidental wounds and through 
the eating of flesh and products of ani- 
mals affected with the disease. 


Great caution should be used in 


handling animals that are sick or dead 
of the disease, and in no case should 
an animal be opened for examination 
without strict precaution and advice 
of a professional man. 


To avoid infection from meat or 


milk, the former should be thoroughly 
cooked and the latter actively boiled 
for ten minutes. 


In animals the treatment of the dis- 


ease is almost exclusively preventive. 
In case of a person being affected a 
physician should be called immedi- 
ately. 


It will be the purpose of the forth- 


coming 'bulletin to give full information 
for the handling of animals to prevent 
the ravages of the disease. It is suf- 
ficient here to say that the corraling 
.of animals and feeding them or causing 
then: removal to high ground is the 
most expedient thing to be done under 
the conditions which prevail in Ne- 
vada. All carcasses should be burned 
completely immediately after death. 


There is no occasion for the great 


alarm concerning the public health. 
The disease is but little more preva- 
lent than in former years and with a 
knowledge of its nature and the exer- 
cise of caution no harmful results may 
be expected, nor need ranchers or cattle 
men feel unusual alarm for the same 
reasons. The recent rains and cold 
weather seem to have exerted a restrain- 
ing influence upon the disease and un- 
less the weather again becomes -warm 
and pastures dry few deaths may be 
expected amongst farm animals. 


It is the purpose of the Agricultural 


Experiment Station to make an ex- 
hibit at the State Fair and efforts will 
be made to give reliable information to 
all interested in the matter.

The Chicago Fair's Bad Management. 
Either the blood sucking parasites at 


the fair must be dispensed with, the dead- 
head leak stopped and expenses cut down, 
or there mast be a default on the bonds 
which the corporation owes. The direct- 
ors have outstanding five millions of 
bonds and floating debt, and they have 
not yet a dollar to apply on the bond 
payment, "they have not yet paid the 
floating debt by perhaps a million, and 
from present appearances will not until 
late in August. 
The fair is costing $600,000 a month for 


operating expenses. The army of dead- 
heads who enter its gates is steadily in- 
creasing. Friday more than one-third of 
those in attendance went in on passes. 
The deadheads ought to be cut down at 
least one-half. At least half of the police 
force at the fair ought to be mustered 
out and taken off the payrolls. The ex- 
penses of operating the fair ought not to 
be over $300,000 per month at the very 
outside. The directors must face the 
music.—Chicago Tribune. 


Offer to Float the Victoria. 


Siguor Balsamello, the inventor of the 


Balla Nautica, the submarine vessel with 
which several successful experiments 
were performed lately at Civita Vecchia 
in the presence of a commission appoint- 
ed by tho Italian government, declares 
that by the aid of his invention he can 
float her majesty's ship Victoria at a 
cost of less than £40,000. He says that 
•with the Balla Nautica he can make ar- 
rangements for raising weights far ex- 
ceeding that of tho sunken ironclad. The 
preparations and placing of grapnels and 
chains around tho Victoria would take a 
month and would be performed by the 
crew of the submarine ship, which has 
already descended to and been maneu- 
vered succeshfully at depths beyond that 
in which tho Victoria lies. The bring- 
ing of tho ship to the surface would take 
two days,—St. James Gazette.

N ORDINANCE TO AMEND TOWN OK- 
dinance No. S6, of the town of Reno, en- 
titled, "An ordinance to fix and collect a 
license tax upon certain trades and hunuPt-> 
in the town of Keno, Nevada."

March 1st, 1893. 
Hy virtue of the power and authority con- 
ferred by the laws of the State of Nevada, 
the board of 
county 
commissioners of 


Washoe county, do order as fellows: 


SECTION 1.—Section nine of said ordinance 
is here by amended so as to read as fellows: 


SEC. 9.—Every person, firm or association 
engaged in the business of selling- goods, 
wares, merchandise or other personal prop- 
erty or real estate, at auction or public out 
cry, 
shall pay quarterly for a license to 
carry on or conduct such business, nve 
hundred dollars; or for a monthly license 
[which shall date from the first day of the 
month in which such license is issued] two 
hundred and fifty dollars, or by the day, for 
each and every day, that he or they shall be 
engaged in such buciness. twenty-five dollars: 
provided, however that any person may sell 
at auction or public out cry [where the same 
is not shipped in for the purpose of such 
sale] any such property iu job lots and in 
limited quantities, outside and away from 
any place of business established, nxed or 
maintained for that purpose, by paying- a 
quarterly license of three dollars. 
SBC. 2.—Section twentyflve of said ordi- 
nance is hereby amended so as to read as 
fellows: 


SEC. 25.—Every persons, firm, association or 
corporation having a fixed place of business 
and not herein specifically mentioned or enu- 
merated, dealing in good«, wares or mer- 
chandise, or pursuing any calling, trade or 
profession, shall pay a quarterly license of 
three dollars.

Nominations to all stakes must bo made to 
the Secretary on or lieloro the 1st day of 
Scptumljcr, 1SJ93. 


Entries for the running purses must be 
made two dajs iiroc-eilinif the race, before 8 
o'clock i', M. 


Those who have nominated In htiilics mubt 
name to tlie Secretary in writing which they 
will btart the day before the race ut (i 1'. M. 


Horses entered in iiursebPtiri only be dru\vn 


by consent of tlie jiidfres. 


In mukintr entries for jinrsc races, tho 
name, age and sex oi tho horse, and tho 
weight und coloi'b of tho rider must be jinr-n. 
After a horse 1ms run onre at the ineetiiur, 
the name of the horse, w ith the weiglit to bo 
carried at the race is snlJieKijil. 


In purses and stakes, three hort.es of di(5'er- 
ent Interests to enter uiul start or the race 
may be declared oil' by the executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all riiiiiiin» races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulate;! con- 
ditions do not conllict with this rule, all 
hori.es that have not won before .September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, and all horses 
that have won prior to (September 1st slml 
carry Jive pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unlcg* 
the condition* otherwise stipulate, and must 
be paid prior to v/einrliliie the jockey out. 


Where there is more than one entry by one 
nersan, or in one interest, tho particular 
horse they are to start must bo tiuineu l>y o 
f . M. of tho day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for a. walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing- races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 
' All Trotting end Pacing purses divided ot 
the rate of 60, 80 and 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races ar" tho best 
three in live, unless otherwise specified: five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Hoard reserve* the right to hold » 
less number than live to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of the 
purse, which siiall be divided pro rata. 


In all two in three races horses not winning 
one heat in two must go to the stable: and in 
all three in live races horses not winning one 
heat in three must go to tho stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heats 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
nniali any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heats. 


When less than the required number of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to bo divided as follows 
VP,'Z to the first and S3J-S to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 


more than one monoj*. 


At the discretion of tho Hoard, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 
fused. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake 
or entering a horse in a riin.ninK.race, under 
these conditions, accepts tho decision of the 
Board of lUrectors on any question relating 
to a race or racing. 


National Trotting Association rules to 
eowrn trotting races. Pacific Coast Blood 
Horse Association rules to govern all running 
races where they do not conflict with the»e 
conditions.
